PREFACE, 


Touching the neceſſity of Catechi- 
Zing : the authority, uſefulneſs, 
and general Heads of our Church- 
Catechiſm. 


S all tender-conſcienc'd men do 
ſadly lament the manifold Sets, 
diviſions and various opinions in 
Religion amongſt us : ſo all wiſe 

and prudent per ſons do withal conſider and 

obſerve the cauſes thereof ;, that ſuch diſ- 

orders and confuſions may be remedied and 
evented. 

And the greateſt cauſe of ſo much gid- 
dinefs in the minds of men, why ſo many 
waver like a wave of the Sea, driven to 
and fro with every wind of Goctrine,and 
toſſed, s for want of a good bottom or ſure 
foundation to ſtand upon ; which conſiſts in 
being well Catechiz*d, or throughly in- 
ſtruited in the Principles of the Joly and 
true Religion. 

There u no want of Preaching or Hear- 
ing Sermons, nor can this be the ſource 
and original of ſo much inconſtancy 1n Re-

ligion, (it may be the cauſe of ignorance, 
but not of error) ſince we ſee by experience 
that rhe meſt fickle and giddy people are 
commonly the moſt eager hearers of many 
Sermons and ſeveral Preachers : and 
what”s the reaſon, but that ſuch Sermons 
a1 men ordinarily hear, bring nor firſt 
well Catechiz?d, render their minds like 
« ſhip without ballaſt, which cannot keep 
a ſteady courſe, but . toſſes, rolls , and 
tumbles, and 1 by every guſt of wind ber - 
thrown ? 

For Preaching without Catechizing 
firſt, is as if a man ſhonld go about to build 
a houſe without a foundation, - which can 
prove no other but ſome Caſtle in the air ; 
or as if we ſhould think to be perfeC(t men, 
and never paſs through the ſtate of infancy 
and youth; or 44 if ſucking infants i 
ſtead of milk ſhould feed upon ſtrong fleſh, 
and this too often raw, and indigeſted 
alſo. 

 tencs it comes to paſs that there are ſo 
many, 1.upon whom that Prophecy of Iſaiah 
2 fulfiled, By hearing ye ſhall hear and 
not underſtand,and by ſeeing ye ſhall ſee 
and not perceive : and rhat of St,Paul al-

liſh hearts are darkned, through the glim- 
merings of conceited knowledge ; ue . will 
take _ them to talk of this and that point 
of Religion, argue againſt ſuch and ſuch 
dottrines and prattices of the Church,deſi- 


ring to be teachers of the Law, and - of 1 Tim, 1.7. 


underſtanding nothing of what they ſay, 
or whereof they affirm. 

Hence, 3. it 1s, that the holy Word o 
God, which t5 in it ſelf, rightly underſtood, 
the pure fountain of truth, made by ma- 
ny uncatechized, wnprincipled men, the 
" ſink of errors, being miſ-interpreted 
and miſapplied to the maintenance of falſe 
Optinions,and even Doctrines of Devils. 

Whereas undoubtedly, were there a ſure 
foundation laid in the true and through un- 
derſtanding of the Principles of Chriſtia- 
nity, there conld not be poſſibly either [0 
much ignorance and blindneſs beſotting 
the minds of men, ſo much giddineſs and 
wavering in Religion, or fo much abuſe 
and wreſting of holy Scriptures to the ruine 
of ſouls : for holding faſt the foundation, 


the-mind of man, like a houſe built up- Matty, 34 
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| on a rock, ſtands firm againſt the ſhock, of 
W  Epheſ4.14. every temptation, and is not toſſed to and 


fro with every wind of doctrine by the 
ſleight of men, and cunning craftineſs, 
whereby they lie in wait to deceive. 

For the prattice therefore of this duty of 
Catechizing, we have many both com- 
mands and examples in holy Scripture : 
See, amongſt many others, Genel. 18. 19, 

'Deut.6. 6, 7. Pſal. 34. 11. azd Pſal, 78. 
from the 1. to the. 8, verſe, Prov, 22.6, 
2 Tim. 3. 14, 15. 

The great neceſſity and uſefulneſs of 
being wellCatechized being thus apparent, 
and by all wiſe and knowing men conſidered, 
bath occaſioned the penning and printing of 
ſeveral Catechiſms; many of which though 
they may be good in themſelves, and uſeful 
in their kind, yet none of them are tobe 
ranked with, or to be eſteemed of equal au- 
thority and uſefulneſs, with our Church» 
Catechiſm : becauſe, 

1. *T's not of private, but publick a«- 
thority, aud conſequently to be preferred 
before all others, as much as the Laws and 
Statutes of a National Council before 
o conceptions and ditftates of private per- 

ONS, . 


2. For the maintenance of unity in the 
Faith, 
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& Faith, *t# neceſſary that there ſhould be one 
F common form of " du words, which all 
ſhould hold faſt, and ſtick cloſe unto ; that 
7 as we are all members of one Church, (or 
* ſhould be ſo at leaſt-wiſe) ſo we ſhould all 
* ſtand upon one ground, be built upon one 
foundation, and ſteer our courſe towards 
the land of Promiſe in one and the ſame 
bottom. 

3. There « no other Catechiſm can be 
more exatt and compleat, more beneficial 
and uſeful, than this of our Church : which 
will appear by conſidering the order and ge- 
neral Heads thereof. 

And firſt, to prevent the general Obje- 
Fion which is made againſt this and all 
other Catechiſms ; *T'z confeſſed, That the 
holy Word of God, or the inſpired writings 
of theProphets and Apoſiles,are the graund 
and foundation all holy and true Religion 
# built upon : Epheſ.2.20, We are built 
upon the foundation of the Prophets and 
Apoſtles, &c. 

But becauſe the holy Scriptures are both 
__—_ and difhcult, containing many 
things, ſome more, ſome leſs neceſſary to 

alvatien, and both theſe imtermixedly and 
diverſly delivered, here and there reſpey ſed 
in ſeveral books and chapters, and expreſ- 


ſed 
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ſed both by way of command and-counſel, 
of exhortation and admonition, of pro- 
miſe and threatning, of hiſtory and ex- 
ample,wnder many Metaphors, Types and 
Allegories,which render them both hard to 
be underſtood aright, and as hard to be 
rightly diſtinguiſhed and reduced to their 
ſeveral Heads, for the more clear under- 
ſtanding and firm memory thereof ;, there- 
fore it f hn good to the wiſdom of the an- 
cient Fathers of the Church, to reduce the 
pith, ſumm and marrow of all ſaving Do- 
fFrine contained in the Scriptures unaer ſo 
many ſeveral ways of expreſſion, to four 
ſeveral Heads, viz. 1. The Apoſtles 
Creed, 2. the Ten Commandments, 
3- the Lord's Prayer, 4. the Doctrine 
of the Sacraments. To oxe of which four 
general Heads, all that the whole Book, of 
God contains abſolutely neceſſary to Salva- 
tion #5 reducible, For, 

1. All that we are bound to believe, #n 
general and in the groſs, 1s ſumm*d up in 
Twelve Articles by the Apoſtles or Apoſto- 
lical men, and is commonly known by the 
name of The Apoſtles Creed : and that*s 
the object of our Faith, and a little Bre- 
viary or ſumm of the Goſpel. 

2. All that me are bound to praCtiſe and 
obey 
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Tobey i injoyned in the Ten Command- 
&# ments : and that's the Rule of our life, 
7 and the Epitome of the Law. 

* Andibeſe are the two parts of holy Reli- 
# 7i0n, Faith and Obedience : Faith, which

q the Law exatts : which Obedience zs alſo 
# called Charity er Love; for Love tis the Rom-13.19.

But becauſe we can neither believe nor 
do any thing as we ought, without the Di- 
vine grace aſſiſting us thereunto ; therefore 
God hath ordained and commanded unto us 
the uſe of Prayer and of the Sacraments, 
as the means and conveyances of his Graces 
into our ſouls, to enable ws both to believe 
in him,and alſo to love and obey him in a 
manner holy and acceptable unto him. 

3. Therefore the next general Head of 
Catechiſm is the Lord's Prayer, as the 
ſumm, pattern and perfeition of all Prayer 
and Devotion. 

4+. And the fourth and laſt Head ts, the 
Dottrine and uſe of the Sacraments : the 
ground and reaſon whereof 15 briefly this. 
All thoſe things which concern the good of 
our ſouls are, according to the nature of 

tbe 
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the ſoul, ſpiritual,divine and inviſible,ard 


ſo are not eaſily conceived by our frail nn- * 


derſtandings, which apprehend not but by 
organs of ſenſe : entire God bath been 


pleaſed mercifullyto or dain certain outward | 
viſible elements,to ſignifie and ſeal his 1n-

ward inviſible graces wnto our ſouls, and 
zo be pledges to aſſure us thereof : and theſe 
are Baptiſm and the Lord's Supper. 

Ard upon theſe four general Heads al 
the ſeveral Queſtions in the Catechiſm be- 
fides do depend ; either, 1.By way of Intro- 
duttion, ſhewing when,by whom, after what 
manner, and by what means we became 
Chriftian; with the great benefits and ge- 
eral duties of Chriſtianity,and our oblig a- 
tion bereunto by ſolemn yow and promiſe 
when we were Baptized : Or,2.for the con- 
netting and joyning of theſe generals toge- 
ther by a fit method for memory's ſake : Or, 
3 - the more clear and full underſtanding 
of each of them; as will farther appear in the 

ſeveral Queſtions and Anſwers enſuing. 
Open mine eyes,O Lord,and enlighten 
my mind,that I may both ſee and rightly 
underſtand the wondrous things of thy 
Law,and carefullyframe my heart and all 
theaCtions of my life thereafter,through

Here is an old ſaying, Where God 

hath his Church, the Devil hath 

| his Chappel : where God by the 

Miniſtry of his Church doth 

plant his holy and troly Religion, there the 

Devil endeavours by the Miniſtry of Here- 

ticks and Schiſmaticks to introduce falſe 

and oppoſite notions and ways in Dottrine 

and Worſhip : Infomuch that there is no 

one Article of the Chriſtian Faith, but 

hath in ſome Apes of the Church been un- 
dermined by heretical poſitions. 

We muſt not therefore think it ſtrange 
though the whole frame of Religion, 1o 
happily eſtabliſhed in this Church, be in 
all the parts thereof depraved by faCtious 
and malicious ſpirits : and that partly to 
{t up themſelves, in the advance of their 
own private gifts and endowments; and 
partly to palliate their DefeCtion from the 
Church, and their ſinful praCtices in fo- 
menting the diſobedience of others.

T7 
have filled the ears and poiſoned the hearts 
of many with ſecret ſuggeſtions, as if this 
firſt milk of our holy Mother's Breaſts 
were neither ſincere nor nouriſhing, but 
both weak, defeCttive and fſottiſh, as alſo 
impure and tainted : whereas the defects 
and faults imputed are not in the nouriſh- 
ment, but in the palate ; not in the parti- 
culars objeted, but in the miſapprebenſi- 
ons or diſaffetions of the objectors. 

And firſt, it is objeCted againſt this Cx- obje&.: 
techiſm in general, That it « defettive 
and wanting in the Explication of many 
neceſſary Points of - Faith, Juſtification, 
SanCtification, &c, EleRtion and Repro- 
bation. 

Thoſe Dodrines the neglect whereof ,,;... 
is objected are not altogether omitted, 
but are briefly (according to the nature of 
a Catechiſm) expreſt : And, to ſpeak tru- 
ly, it is not the Omiſſion, but the plain, 
ſhort and Orthodox expreſſion of them, 
that. is the ground of the Exception. And 
farther, where any thing is either more 
obſcurely or more briefly expreſt, it is the 
deſign of the foregoing Paraphraſe-more 
fully to explain it.

The baptized Infant being regenerate is anſyer,

Tis 
enough to ſatisfie any modeſt, humble, 
good Chriſtian, that ſuch is the cuſtom, 
2nd hath been conſtantly the praCtice of 
the Univerſal Church, againſt which no 0- 
Þedient ſon of the Church can,without the 
guilt of Schiſm, preſume to diſpute and 
argue, ſince Church-cuſtoms are of ſuffici- 
ent authority with S.Pazl, 1 Cor.11.16. 
Neither, 2. is this the cuſtom of the 
Roman Church only, (which 1s the cauſe 
of this and all other cavils againſt our 
Church,) nor 1s it only the cuſtom of 
the Church of Chri# under the Goſpel, 
bat alſo of the Church of God under the 
Law. For when any of the Children of 
God's people were to be received into 
the Covenant by Circumciſion, (where- 
unto Baptiſm now anſwereth) the Infant 
was preſented -and held forth to be cir- 
cuniciſed of the Prieſt, not by the Father, 
but by ſome choice friend on purpoſe e-

Nature, to 
teach their children thoſe Chriſtian duties 
whereunto they are bound in Baptiſm, and 
need not any new Obligation hereunto up- 
on the Baptiſm of their children. 

_ Neither, 2. is the engagement of the 
Parents only ſufficient to be taken in fo 
welghty a matter z becauſe, 

1. ?Tis from the Parents that their chil- 
dren do derive that original pollution from 
which they are to be waſhed in the ſacred 
waters of Baptiſm ; in reſpe& whereof 


- Parents in former times have not been ad- 


mitted ſo much as to be preſent at the 


---- Baptiſm of their children. And many per- 
. ſons yet living can remember this cuſtom, 


' that the Father, when he came with his 


child and friends to the Church, ſtood 
without at. the Church-door, whileſt his 
child was carried into the Church by his 
friends to be baptized. 

2, The Parents alſo may die before their 


children come to years of underſtanding 
that 
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that ſolemn promiſe made in their names. 

3.Parents alſo may be ignorant or negli- 
gent in performing thoſe duties they owe 
towards their children in this behalf : or, 

4. They may be ſeduced into hereſie or 
ſchiſm ; whereof there was never more 
danger, and conſequently never more need 
of Sureties to be taken 1n this reſpect. 
Which diſcovers unto us the ſerpentine 
ſubtilty of that unclean ſpirit of Error and 
Diviſion, and the peſtilential practices of 
his Inſtruments, Herericks and Schiſma- 
ticks, whoare now moſt buſte in undermi- 
ning this prudent way of the Church, when 
there is the greateſt neceſlity of obſerving 
the ſame. 

3. Theſe Godfatbers cannot be looked 
on as ſtrangers, as long as they are mem- 
bers of the ſame Church : and if they per- 
form not the Obligation, yet the Church it 
ſelf takes care to ſupply this want by cate- 
chizing all that are baptized, and inftruct- 
ing them in the vow of Baptiſm, and ſo ht- 
ting them for Confirmation, in which they 
take the ſame vow in their own name, 
which inBapts/m others took in their ſtead. 

Laſtly, by the means of this pious and 
prudent cuſtom of Chr:/*s Church, a F:r:- 
tual kindred among Chriſtian neighbours

is contracted, and Charity, which is the 
life of Chriſtianity, is maintained and in- 
creaſed. 

As for the name of Godfatheys and God- 
mothers, it cannot be any vain, light or 
trivial uſe of the moſt holy Name of God : 
ſince this Name is both uſed in matters of 
ſo high concernment, and the uſe thereof 
alſo is ſignificant and proper ; more pro- 
per than that of Witneſſes or Sureties, it we 
conſider either, 1. The Offce of theſe per- 
fons whom we rightly call God-farhers ; 
which 1s, firſt, to offer up unto God the 
party baptized, and to devote him to his 
fervice. Secondly, to confeſs and profeſs 
unto God Faith, Repentance and Obedi- 
ence in their names. And thirdly, to be- 
come bound unto God for their perfor- 
mance hereof when they come to years. 

Or, 2. if we conſider the benefit they 
receive by Baptiſm, which is, therein to 
be made the Children of God : 1n which re- 
ſpect chiefly their Sureties are called God- 
fathers. 

Whereas tt is ſaid in the Catechiſm 7 
believe in God the Son, who hath redeemed 
me and all mankind : It is objetted, That 
this Dottrine is erroneous, becauſe Chriſt di- 
ed only for bis Eleit and Choſen,

is erroneous, there being nothing more 
clear in Holy Scriptures than this, that

though not effef=ally for all ; becauſe the 
greater part of Mankind through the 
wickedneſs of their own wills do fruſtrate 
his pious intention, either by not accep- 
ting his offers of Grace and Salvation, or 
not performing the conditions on which 
theſe offers are tendred : nor can any thing 
be more clearly and plainly expreſſed than 
is this Doctrine in Holy Scripture, T hat 
it js neither God's intention nor defire, 
That any ſbould periſh, but that all ſhould 
come to repentance, 2 Pet. 3.9. and that in 
order hereunto he ſent his Son into the 
World, that whoſoever believeth in him 
might not periſh, but bave everlaſting life, 
John 3. 15, 16. who is therefore termed 
the Saviour of the world, John 4. 42. and, 
the Saviour of all men, 1 Tim. 4- 10. and, 
the true light that lighteth every man coming 
znto the world, John 1.9. And the end of 
his coming is expreſſed to be, that the 
world through him might believe, John 1.7. 
and that the world through him might be ſa- 
ved, Tohn 3.17.

Texts of Sacred Writ, we are taught by 
our Church rightly to believe in God the 
Son, who hath redeemed us and all man- 
kind. 

In the ſetting down our duty towards 
God as the full meaning of the Firſt Table 
of the Law, there is nothing mentioned 
touching the obſervation of the Sabbath- 
ny in the fourth Commandment enjoyn- 
ed. 

The ſpiritual meaning of this Law 1s

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expreſſed, which is, to ſerve God truly all
